*OBJECT: To work as many stations as possible, and in so doing accumulate the highest 
possible score. To promote the spirit of friendly competition and sportsmanship. 
*ELIGIBILITY: All licensed amateur radio operators holding a Technician Class or higher 
are eligible as control operators. Novices are encouraged to join in helping at a 
multi-operator station. 
*EXCHANGE: Call, Name, and Signal Report. 
*MULTI-OP stations are encouraged. One transmitter and one reciever at a time. 
*SCORE is based on total number of different stations worked times the number of 
multiplier points.

STANDARDIZATION OF POWER CONNECTORS 


As you know, there are a lot of equipment makers nowdays and as with any gear that 
requires or uses external power, you will find various styles of power connectors 
attached to them. This is all well and good until you need more of them. With new 
rigs it is often the case that spare parts are not yet available. To help solve > 
this problem, as well as be an aid in support of emergency services, a number of 
local clubs are in the process of standardizing on power connectors for 12 VDC units. 
The connectors are made by Andersen Power Products and are rated to 350 amps at 12 
VDC. This is adequate even for all of the new solid state rigs. Most of which use 
20 amps. To help in our standardization of these commectors, Antronics of Oregon 
has offered to be our supplier. Stan, W/7NI, has gone so far as to make them avail- 
able at cost!!! He feels as I do that this is a good idea to get behind. So far, 

I have sold, personally, over 1000 pairs of these connectors. Get on the wagon and 
join us in this important standardization effort.

FEDERAL JUDGE RULES ANTENNA HEIGHT LIES IN THE FEDERAL DOMAIN..... 


Are municipal zoning ordinances that_affect_amateur radio antenna _ installations 

legal? There is a definite question about that! On June 25th, U. S. District Judge 
a David L. Russell for the Western District of Oklahoma ruled that_amateur radio antenna 
heights lie within federal jurisdiction, He dismissed a motion by the Oklahoma City 
Attorney that claimed federal courts had no authority in the matter. This is a major 
decision for the amateur community and could result in a landmark precedent settin 
decision! It all started when N5SW, Charles M. Chuck") Guschke, of Oklahoma City 
installed a 78 foot high antenna even thoygh normal height limitations for residential 
property are 35 feet. The tower itself is self-supporting, unguyed and according to the 
manufacturer (Utility Tower, a local firm) has a wind survivial rate in excess of 100 
MPH. . 


Initial efforts in fighting the ordinance were aimed _at_ obtaining a variance but the 


Board of Adjustment bowed to "intense neighborhood interest." An appeal procedure is 
specified by the Oklahoma Statutes to the local state district court, but since this 

would have been essentially a review of the Board's decision, it_was decided to fight the 
ruling via a federal court suit..... particularly in light of the George E. Oelkers, 
(W6QOL/Placentia, California) case. The Oelkers decision held unconstitutional 
ordinances violating an amateur radio operator's right to ireedom of speech. 


A federal suit was instituted in the United States District Court for the Western 
District of Oklahoma on June 11, . temporary agreement was reached between Chuck 
(N5SW) and the Oklahoma City attorney allowing the antenna installation at its present 
height during the litigation in federal court. Guschke's attorney, Mike Salem N5MS, 
filed a brief with the Court on March 30. The ARRL also prepared a "friend of the court" 
brief on Chuck's behalf during May of this year detailing, among other things that "radio 

transmissions, equipment_and operation has been recognized by the U. S. Supreme Court to 
c lie in the federal domain." The League said that a ruling was needed by the Court "to 
: place municipal and zoning officials on notice that a compelling state interest must be 
shown before individual rights may be restricted. The Supreme Court has declared that a 
municipality may not infringe upon an individual's rights under the guise of zoning." 


The federal court order said "Plaintiff (Chuck Guschke/N5SW) alleges that the zoning 


ordinances in question are unconstitutional because they deprive him of his : 
constitutionally guaranteed right of free speech or have a chilling effect on that right, 
are vague, overbroad and vest unlimited discretion in administrative officials; deny him 
Equal Protection of the laws in that they are selectively enforced; are preempted by 
exclusive federal regulation of amateur broadcasting; deprive Plaintiff of liberty and 
property without due process of law; are invalid as an exercise of state police power; 
are a burden on interstate commerce; and violate Plaintiff's right of privacy. Plaintiff 
also alleges the ordinances constitute a taking of Plaintiff's property without just 
compensation in violation of the Constitution of the State of Oklahoma. The facts 


pleaded by Plaintiff show he has erected an antenna: under a federally granted license and 
that he has been cited by the Defendant city for violation of the ordinances in question’ 
which restrict the height of said antenna. Plaintiff alleges that a height in excess of 
the limit set by the city is necessary to the operation of his radio. Plaintiff alleges 

he has been denied a variance from the ordinances solely on the basis of aesthetics." 


: The Order issued by Judge Russell on June 24th specifically referred to the ARRL 
brief and said "This Court does not doubt that Defendant (Oklahoma City) may confine 


commercial radio operation to restricted areas. However, amateur radio operation is 
usually incidental to residential property use. If as Plaintiff (Chuck Guschke/N5SW) 
asserts, an antenna height in excess of the maximum allowed by Defendant is necessary for 
the federally licensed use, then Plaintiff's rights and. the federal law may be in direct 
conflict with municipal powers...... The Court finds that Plaintiff's complaint states a 
substantial federal question of the application of the Communications Act of 1934.... 

(and) is satisfied that Plaintiff has stated _a claim upon which relief can be granted if 
questions of fact and law are eventually resolved in Plaintiff's favor." 


The bottom line of all of this is that Guschke (N5SW) and his attorney, Mike Salem 
(N5MS) have established that this case deals with a federal question - rather than a 
municipal one. Amateur antenna heights have never been legally viewed as such before. 
Mike Salem said "....the Court's decision means that we are entitled to proceed to a 
trial on the merits of our allegation. The Order will be useful to other amateurs 
seeking to litigate antenna height restrictions in Federal Court. The trial on the 
merits will encompass the reasonableness of the city's ordinance, the necessity of height 
in the proper operation of an amateur radio station, and supremecy of federal regulations 
over state law." 


"To that end," Mike commented, "it would be useful for me to have input from the 
amateur community regarding these factors and perhaps to have technically qualified 
witnesses who might be willing to testify for expenses regarding these issues. Witnesses 
who could relate instances of international good will that have occurred as a result of 
amateur radio as well as emergency communications during time of disaster would also be 
useful. I am interested in any input from amateurs regarding this case in general." You

ATTENTION ICOM IC-2AT USERS: : 
For those of you who use the touch tone pad heavily, you may, 
be getting pretty annoyed at the gross squelch-like tone that comes 
out of your transceiver when the radio automatically switches back 
to receive. (This can really get out of hand if you are an A.R.R.G. 
member and have to go through 2.3 -x107° codes just to call the 


radio to eliminate the noise. The mod has been tested and is even 
used in the newer Icom handhelds, such as the 3AT and 4AT (for those 
rich people in the crowd). 

The modification consists of one resistor to change the bias 
vf one little transistor. On the Touch Tone Pad portion of the 
schematic, find Q32. The addition of a 22KQ resistor from the 
base fo Q32 to ground will eliminate the problem. 

If you are interested in making the modification, the best 
place to put the resistor is on the foil side of the front board. 
The base of Q32 is a small foil pad on the back, spaced about one 
resistors. length from the 4 pin connector to the TTP. The pin 
marked "E" is a good ground and is conveniently spaced for putting 
a 1/8 or 1/4W resistor. Use a small amount of solder to avoid any 
solder bridges. Acid-core solder is not a good idea for those of you

COULD THIS BE YOU? 


(a report to my insurance company) 


I am writing in response to your request for additional in--™ 
formation. In block #3 of the accident reporting form, I 
put, quote, poor planning, unquote, as the cause of my acci- 
dent. You said in your letter that I should explain more 
fully and, I trust, that the following details will be 
sufficient. 

« =, I am an amateur radio operator and on the day of the accident I 
was working alone on the top section of my 80 foot antenna tower. When I had completed 
my work I discovered that I had, over the course of several trips up the tower, brought 
up about 300# of tools and spare hardware. Rather than carry the now unneeded tools 

and material down by hand, I decided to lower the items in a small barrel by using a 
pulley which, fortunately, was attached to the gin pole at the top of the tower. 


Securing the rope at ground level, I went to the top of the tower and loaded the tools 
and materials into the barrel. Then I went back to the ground and untied the rope, 
holding it tightly to insure a slow descent of the 300# of tools. You will note in 
block #11 of the accident report form that I weigh 155#. 


Due to my surprise of being jerked off the ground so suddenly, I lost my presence of 
mind and forgot to let go of the rope. Needless to say, I proceeded at a rather rapid 
rate up the side of the tower. 


In the vicinity of the 40! level, I met the barrel coming down. This explains my 
fractured skull and broken collarbone. 


Slowed only slightly, I continued my radid ascent, not stopping until the fingers of 
my right hand were two knuckles deep into the pulley. 


Fortunately, by this time I had regained my presence of mind and was able to hold 
tightly to the rope in spite of my pain. 

At approximately the same time, however, the barrel of tools hit the ground and the 
bottom fell out of the barrel. Devoid of the weight of the tools, the barrel now 
weighed approximately 20#, ; 

I refer you again to my weight in block #11. As you might imagine, I began a rapid 
descent down the side of the tower. 

In the vicinity of the 40' level, I met the barrel coming up. This accounts for the 
two fractured ankles and the lacerations of my legs and lower body. 


The encounter with the barrel slowed me enough to lessen my injuries when I fell onto 
the pile of tools and, fortunately, only three vertebra were cracked. 


I am sorry to report, however, that as I lay there on the tools, in pain, unable to 


stand and watching the empty barrel 80! above me, I again lost my presence of mind: 


I let go of the rope.....
